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“CHINA AS BATTLEFIELD. 


THE INDUSTRIAL RIVALRIES OF 
THE WORLD. 


Mr, A. J. Pernotte, general manager 
of the Banque Industrielle de Chine, 
Peking, contributed the following to, the 
Scptember Bulletin of the American 
Aaldtic Association. New York:— 

Tho “ World Peace which the Allies 
desire to establish dogs not depend solely 
upon the solution of European problems. 
There are other factors to he considered 
and of these the condition of China is 
without doubt one of the most important. 
With its population equal te one quar- 
ter of the world’s pupulation, and its 
immense natural resources. China must. 
after the war, of necessity become a vast 
commercial battlefield where all the pre 
sent. belligerents will mevt. A chaotic 
condition, like the present one, will offer 
an easy appronch to cnemy influence, 
with the risk of all manner of conflict. 
The Allies must take care and watch that 
the mistakes of the past in the Balkans 
and the Near East may not be repeated 
in the Far East. Tho only mens to ond 
these conditions is to plan now tha 
economic organisation of China, Al; the 
reforms which have been considered for 
China must necessarily fall to the ground 
if not based upon these premises. It 
would be ‘ putting the cart before the 
horse '’ fo speak of reforms administra- 
tive, judiciary, monetary, or any othor, 
so long as China is not dotted with an 
efficient railroad system. There can be 
No question of a central authority where 
the instructions of the Gevernment takes 
months to arrive, and no foree in the 
world can give to a piece of money the 
sume value in two points, distant 60 days 
travel from one anotber, The Vnited 
States, with a population of 100,000,000, 
has at the present time 300,000 iniles of 
rajtroad. Assuming an equal density for 
the population, China, with its 400,000,000 
inhabitants, should have four times the 
mileage of the United States. or 1,200,000 
piles, At present, China has only 3,000 
nules equal to } of one per cont compared 
with the American density, From which- 
ever side one looks upon tks Chinese probs. 
lem, this fundamental factor is irre. 
sistuble: the insngiciency of railways. 
That problem alone explains the present 
situation of China and the futility of any 
efforts towards its development. without 
a proper ruilway system. China is un- 
able lo construct the railways by herself. 
She does net have the capital, nor the 
technical experience required for such 
tuterprise. She must appeal to foreign 
help, and it is in the wuliate interest 
of the Allies to respond to her needs, 
doing that, the Allies will asBUre 
themselves the Necessary influence in 
China to paralyse any pernicious in- 
fluence and to wake of the country, which 
is now the most pacifie of the world, one 
of the bulwarks of world Peace,
